Carelessness resulting from long fa 


maturity with danger claimed

other victim in the death of Cornel- 
ius McGinley, an oiler with tiie Jan- 
es vine Mucnine company. 
He had 


entered a dark tunnel to oil the bear- 
lugs ot a shall while the machinery 
was In movement. 
His clothing was 


evidently caught about the revolving 
Hhart and lie was killed instantane- 
ously ns his body was beaten against 
the stone walls of the shaft. 


"Con" McGinley had been employed 


by tho Jnnesvllle .Machine Co. for 
over ten years and for at least nine 
years he nuu been employed ns'an 
oiler. 
One of the places which it is 


his duty »to enter while making his 
rounds was a stone tunnel with, an 
opening of' about three and a half 
feet, .through which tho shafting Is led 
from the engine 'room ' to the 
new 


building nt the nortli end of 
the 


works.. 
Ho had .often been caution- 


ed not to enter the tunnel while tno 
machinery was in motion, but to do 
the work at noon when tho engine was 
stopped, but 
familiarity with the' 


work had bred 
contempt in 
his 


mind for the dangers that attend work, 
near the revolving shaft which main- 
tains a speed of from two hundred 
to two liminrecl and twenty-five rev- 
olutions n minute.

Goes Into The Tunnel 
Just before lie entered the tunnel 


this morning nt about a little before 
eleven o'clock he asked one of the 
workmen who was standing near for 
u match that he might he able to see 
his way Into the darkness.

Fred Smith, the foreman* of 
tile machine shop, noticed from the
